COLLISION ON A BRIDGE. 
CARS AND ENGINES DROPPED INTO THE 
WABASH. 

TERRE HAUTE, Ind., Oct. 28.—Two freight 
trains on the Big Four road collided on the 
bridge over the Wabash River about 7 o’clock 
this morning and both trains, engines and 
all, went into the river, a distance of 122 feet. 
The two freight trains met at the third span 
of the bridge, at the draw where the boats go 
through, and the force of the collision was so 
great that the bridge gave way at that 
point, making a chasm of ninety feet. Down 
this the two engines and half a dozen 
coal and cattle cars were precipitated 
into the river. A poultry car loaded with 
butter and eggs remained hanging over the 
All the other cars re- 
mained on the bridge. The two engines 
were completely wrecked, being smashed 
out of recognition. Oneof the engines com- 
pletely disappeared under the water and the 
other was partly visible. 

The accident occured in this way: A freight 
had pulled partly out of the bridge to make 
room for another freight to enter the siding 


when through freight No. 42, engineer Wes- 


ley Allison of Mattoon, dashed into the bridge 
from the west. The engineer was unable to 
check his train and the collision occurred. 


- -*Pne crash was heard for a mile around. 


A moment or so later the cracking of the 
Perse timbers showed that the bridge was 
- giving way, and the colliding engines and 
cars began totumble into the river. Engi- 

heer Allison went down and was killed. His 
body has not yet been found, as it was inthe 
mass of wreckage. Brakeman James Hart 
had a leg injured. The engineer of the other 
freight, Flynn, escaped death miraculously 
byf holding on to the pier. It is supposed 


that among the wreckage in theriver are 


four cattle cars, and the bellowing of the 
penned-up animals can be plainly heard by 
the thousands ot people who line the bank. 
A stockman on the train was thought to be 
killed also, but he escaped. 

The disaster to the bridge means great in- 
convenience to all Big Four trains that pass 


‘through Terre Haute, and the Vandalia 


_ bridge will have to beused by the Big Four 
to get through. This means slow time on 
the fast through trains between St. Louis and 
New York until the damage can be repaired.

BATTLE LINES. 


Leaders of the Democratic Hosts 
Hopeful of Success. 


Facts and Indications on Which They 
Base Their Calculations. 


STATES IN WHICH THE BATTLE FOR 
SUPREMACY IS HOTTEST. 


New York ani Indiana Seem Now to Be 


Safe for Cleveland—Effect of the Death 


of the Wave of Sympathy for Har- 
rison in His Bereavement—The Out- 
look in the Doubtful States of the 
West—Work in Iilinois. 


New York, Oct. 28.—As the day of the elec- 
tion draws nearer, the Democrats who are 
in control of the national machine, become 
more hopful of success. This is not to say 
that they consider the battle already won, 
but the indications that it will be won by 
Cleveland dre increasing, The director of 
the Cleveland forces, Chairman Harrity, is 
not a sanguine man. He feels and says, 
basing his statement on cold figures and 
exact Calculations, that New York is safe, 
but he won’t say that the country Is safe. He 
expects. New York County®to give at least 
76,000 majority for Cleveland and Kings 
County to give pretty close to 18,000. If 
Kings gives only 15,000 he will be satisfied. 

Both sides are doing some deep thinking 
over acoupleof the Eastern and threeor 
four Western States. The plans are all laid, 
and the chiefs are looking out now mainly to 
prevent mistakes. A misstep would be fatal. 

The death of Mrs. Harrison is an element 
in the fight that no one dared toconsider. It 
has become a potent factor, and has made 
the guessing a great deal harde% Demo- 
crats as well as Republicans deplore the 
mournful episode in a campaign that bas 
been exceptional in every way. 

The defection of former Republicans, who 
were prominent in the party is a factor In the 
fight which Chairman Carter and his lieu- 
tenants have failed to discount. Then there 
isthe old soldier vote. The declaration of 
Judve Rea, ex-Grand Commander of the G. 
A. R., for Clevelandis of vast significance. 
Speaking of Judge Rea’s action Harrison 
Clarke of Albany, Past Department Com- 
mander of the Grand Army of the Republic 
of the State of New York, who lost a leg at 
the battle of the Wildernesg, and who has 
been in correspondence with Union veterans 
inall parts ofthe State for the past caree | 
months, said: 

**The number of Union veterans who wiil 
vote for Clevelan@-aud. 
prise the Republican managers who claim to 
control the Grand Army vote. In almost 
every town in the State there will be three or 
four or five or six veterans who voted the Re- 
publican ticket in 1888 and previously who 
will now vote the Democratic ticket. The 
aggregate of such votes in the State will be 
in the thovsands. There has been a consid- 
erable change of feeling among the veterans 
towards Mr. Cleveland. They have been told 
all kinds of lies about his conduct and feeling 
towardsthem. They have found by reading 
the record of his actionand messages upon 
pension subjects that he is the true friend of 
the soldier. The Republican managers over- 
did it in their abuse of Mr. Cleveland. Judge 
Rea’s declaration isa good evidence of the 
blunder.’’ 

Of Indiana the Democrats are now not only 
hopeful, but reasonably certain. The only 
thing that can give the State to the Republl- 
cans fs sentiment which may follow the 
death of Mrs. Harrison.

BORN A WEEK 0 OLD. 
The Peculiarity of That Troublesome 
Hotel Belvedere. Baby. a 


PROPRIETOR ANDREWS DESCRIBES ITS 
MYSTERIOUS ARRIVAL IN’ THE HOUSE. 


Nina Marshall Told Him She Was a 
Drummer’s Wife and He Believed Her 
—Mrs. Andrews Thought Her an Act- 
ress—The Affair Generally Thotght a 
Case of Blackmail 


Nina’Marshall has taken herself, her baby 
and her woman attendant away from the 
Hotel Belvedere at the request of Frederick 
8. Andrews, the owner fof the house, whose 
horror was unbounded when he saw by 
the newspapers what kind of a_ guest 
he had been entertaining. The woman tvok 
her family and her traps away ina carriage 
and was not asked where she intended to go. 
The nurse took the baby down-stairs from 
the room and the Marshall woman followed 
nimbly after, showing no signs of the 
languor that would have affected her move- 
ments, had she remembered better the part 
she was playing, that of a woman just recov- 
ering from a severe iliness. 

PROPRIETOR ANDREWS’ STORY. 

Proprietor Andrews spoke very freely to- 
day of the whole matter. ‘‘I hope the news- 
papers will be fair enough to me to 
say thatI did not know thig woman when 
she came here,’’ saidhe. ‘*Aly house enter- 
tains the best class of people, and we have a 
goed many families boarding here. Some of 
the ladies are the wives of 
traveling men. Not infrequently, when 
a traveling man is making his 
rounds accompanied by his wife, she comes 
here and lives while he makes -short trips 
alone. When a man comes here and registers 
our only question isas to his good bebavior 
and financial reputation. We always require 
that a lady who comes here alone 
shall satisfy us by references or 
otherwise of her good standing. Now, then, 
when a woman, well-dressed and of modest 
demeanor, comes here aboutmidnight, sends 
in for the night clerk, who.!s generally of 
not so much discretion a’ the clerk who is 
on duty in the daytims, and is a man 
of the world, and tells him she wants to get 
a room, Intends to stay several days and Is 
willing to payin advance, we have no right 
is anything wrong. 
She gave her name as —,’* and Mr. 
Andrews mentioned the name of the 
maninthecase. The clerk came back to the 
office and told me about itandItolad him to 
register her. The next morning I heard she 
had been confined. I went to the room and 
found her in there with the - baby 
and a woman whom she said was a 
doctress, and bad attended the woman when 
the child was born. She said the baby had 
‘beqn hore knat eienk. . 
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see her face very well. aT easieh see sir her. 
was her hair, and that looked biondined or 
dyed. Itold her that there wasa great deal 
Of talk In the hotel about the baby’s being 
born without the knowledge of anyone in 
the hotel, and she said she was 
very sorry she had been the cause of any 
gossip. She said her husband wasa travel- 
ing man, and she would telegraph to him at 
once. Itold her that she should have sent 
for the landlady, at least, and I went 
away and sent my . wife in. She 
told me, after her tnvestigation, that she be- 
lieved the woman was an actress.’ 

**Did you see the baby?’’ 

**Yes, I saw it,’’ sald Mr. Andrews. ‘‘It 
was at least a week old then. There has 
been no baby born in ‘this house in 
six months. Now you have it. Icouldn’t, 
you see, make the woman leave the house 
while she claimed to be ill, and so she stayed 
tili yesterday when I saw the Post- DISPATCH 
andsaw in what a false position my hotel 
was being placed.’’

The smell of blackmatil about 
the case has got to be so strong that 
John I. Martin and §8. 8 Bass, the 
attorneys, are very much afraid that 
they will injure their reputation 
by staying in the casé as counsel for the wo- 
man, and areinclined to withdraw.

_ Bilent Tributes to the Funeral Train Bear- 


ing the Body of the President’s Wife— 
Ite Arrival and Reception at the Fam- 
 ily’s Old Home—Fioral Offerings From 
Friends Conceal the Casket — Dis- 
tinguished Persons Present—Emblems 

of. Mourning. 


"> ¢# Inpranapous, Ind., Oct. 2.—President 
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Harrison and the grief-stricken members of 
this personal and official family arrived here 
this morning for the sad purpose of placing 
the remains of Mrs. Harrison to eternal rest, 
in the place she longingly called her home. 
The elegantly equipped ‘‘special’’ conveying 
the party arrived here at 9:30° o’clock, 
promptly on schedule time, 

After leaving Steubenville the run through 
the night was made by the funeral train 
without incident of note. Notwithstanding 
the hour at which it passed, the principal 
stations turned out4arge crowds to meet it. 
Dennison, Trinway, Ulrichsville,Newark{fand 
Columbus furnished crowds that numbered 
Several hundred. At the latter place, which 
Was reached promptly on time, 3:30 a. m., 
those in the station were largely railroad 
employes. Between Columbus and Bradford 
Junction, where the last change of engines 
Was made, stops were made only at Urbana 
and Piqua. The occupants of the train began 
to stir themselves at Piqua, which was 
reached shortly after daylight, and when the 
train crossed the line from Ohio into In- 
Giana at 7 o’clock, the passengers were eat- 
ing breakfast. A stop was made at Rich- 
mond fora few minutes, and the train was 
inspected by large numbers of people. It ran 
into the city just ‘as work was beginning in 
many manufacturing establishments and 
the employes waited to begin their labors 
potil after it had passed. 

SILENT TRIBUTES,

Men an 
women packed the sidewal« for the entire 
distance from the depot to the church in an 
almost unbroken mass, andas the hearse 
came into view, the men, as though moved 
by one common impulse, removed their hats 
bareheaded until the Presi- 
dent’s carriage had passed by. From 
Ohio street to the church the road- 
way was lined with the members of the vVari- 
ous local posts of the Grand Army, standin 
in open order and uncovered, About 5,000 o 
the veterans thus evidenced their sympathy 
for their comrade in his overwhelming afflic- 
tion. The services at the church commenced 
immediately upon the seating of the congre- 
gation. The interior of the sacred edifice 
had been elaborately draped, and there was 
a great profusion of fowers anda plants. On 
either side of the pulpit were magnif- 
cent pyramids of white  crysanthe- 
mums surrounded by majestic palms. 
Baskets of cut flowers depended 
from the side lights around theinterior. The 
organ was entirely covered from the cornice 
to the top,in frontand on the sides with 
plaited, radiating streams of black and 
white. Ateitherendofthe gallery was an 
American flag, the stars being covered with 
crepe set with white stars. Heavy folds of 
draping ran the entire length of the edifice on 
either side above the windows of stained 
glass. Smilax in profusion was stretched 
between the panels of the walls, while 
the base of the organ and of 
the pulpit were banked with towering 
palms and rare exotics, beautiful indeed had 
the sanctuary been made by loving and skill- 
fulhands for the last sad services for the 
much-loved member. 

Lofftg before the arrival of the funera) train 
a concourse of nen and women had as- 
sembled about the First Presbyterian Church 
in anticipation of being enabled 
to secure admission, But the ca- 
pacity of the edifice was limited, 
and hence it was found necessary 
to discriminate in favorof old friends and 
members ofthe family. These were admit- 
ted as fastasthey arrived by the northern 
entrance and shown tothe pews in the cen- 
ter and rear ofthe edifice. The seats imme- 
diately in frontof the pulpit and extending 
clear across the edifice were reserved for the 
relatives antl those, accompanying the cor- 
tege from the depot. In the northern aisle 
seats had been reserved for fifty members of 
the Seventieth (Gen. Harrison’s) Indiana 
Regiment, and the veterans filed in with 
bowed heads and slow and steady tread. 
The throng on the avenue decorously fell 
back asthe head of the gortege appeared, 
heads were bared and tongues were stilled. 

Gently the casket witn.its wealth of floral 
tributes was lifted from the hearse by Judge 
Woods, Gen. Wallace and Messrs. Elam, 
Allen, Haughey and Martindale, and borne 
through the canopled doors of the southern 
entrance. Here it was met by the officiating 
divines, and the procession moved slowly 
down the main aisles, while the muffled tones 
of the organ reverberated through the edifice 
in a mournful dirge. 

SIMPLE AND TOUCHING SERVICES, 

The casket was placed immediately in front 
of the pulpit and surrounded with palms and 
plants, while a vase filled with white chry- 
santhemuns, towering above the surround- 
ing foliage, was placed at tne head. Mean- 
while Dr. Haines was repeating, or rather 
intoning, so mournful was the cadence, the 
passage of scripture commencing: ‘‘I am 
the resurrection and the life.’’ 

+ The congregation remained standing while 
the mourners were being seated. The pew 
reserved forthe bereaved husband, Mr. and 
Mrs. Scott, Mrs. Dimick and Russe}! and Mrs. 
Harrison was directly in front of the family 
pew. By the time that the funeral party hdd 
been finally seated the edifice was crowded to 
overfiowing, the doors wereclosed and the 
simple, but touching, service was inau- 
gurated by the singing of Mrs. Harrison’s 
beautiful tavorite:

Ketcham. Asthe voices of the singers died 
away, Dr. Haines stepped to the front of the 
platform, and with uplifted hands, pro- 
nounced the invocation in these terms: 
DR. HAINES’ INVOCATION, 

Almighty and most merciful God, the consolation 
of the sorrowful, the hope cf those in distress, who 
has taught usin thy blessed word that thou dost not 
willingly grieve or afflict the children of man, look 
down, we beseech thee, upon thy servants bereaved 
and upon all these frieuds, where joy has been 
turned into mourning. According to the multitude 
of say tender mercies wilt thou be pleased 
to uphold and strengthen and comfort them 
that their hearts may not faint under thy Fatherly 
chastening, but remember all thy merciesin days 
gone by and remembering whatthou has promised 
thy children for the days to come may they stay 
their souls now upon God. Reveai thyself unto us 
ali, thatthis. house of mourning may become the 
very house of God unto our souls—that light and 
peace and hope may be ministered untous, through 
Jesus Christ, our Lord. Amen. 


The congregatiou joined fervently in the 
closing ‘‘Amen,’’ and the pastor continued 
the service by reading a number of brief 
selections, from the New Testament having 
reference toimmortality and the reward of 
the righteous. The closing passage of the 
last selection was fromthe seventh chapter 
of Revelations having reference to thejyhapp!l- 
a of the redeemed before the throne of 
God, 

THE SERMON. 

Taking this as anappropriate subject for 
his discourse, the divine, in low and trem- 
bling tones, commenced as follows: 


Wherefore comfort one another with these words. 
Whatacomfort it is in the presence of sorrow un- 
der whose shadow we are gathered to turn these 
oracles of Goti and hear Him speaking such words of 
tender consolation and everiasting hope, words that 
lift our miuds above the earth side of this provi- 
dence and give us glimpses of the heavenly realm 
and ofthe blessedness upon which the redeemed 
have entered. Weneed such comfort, for looked at 
from our point of view, Providence is now and again 
an insoluble mystery. 

**God’s ways are not our ways.’’ We cannot under- 
stand them. Perhaps we could not understand them 
if explanations were given. Human intelligence is 
asyettoo immaturetotake inthe reach and scope 
of God’s plans. Weareshut up to faith, and faith 
is the highest exercise of the spirit of man. Faith 
is, in our werkness and ignorance, resting upon the 
eternal Father’s bosom of wisdom and love. As 
solid foundations for such faith, we have unveiled in 
these scriptures the great facts of a Father’s provi- 
dence and ofa Redeemer’s grace. These are the 
two key-thoughts of the Kibie. Divine provi- 
dence is universal. **Affiiction cometh not 
forth from the dust, neither does trouble spring out 
ofthe ground.’ The believer’s sorrows are not ac- 
cidents, they are not judgments; they are chasten- 
ings permitted in wisdomand kindness. The Lord 
reigneth over death as well as over life. So to-day 
in this bereavement we repeat the words: ‘*The 
Lord gave, andthe Lord hath taken away.’’ We 
say the duty ef the houris resignation, But Christ- 
ian resignation is not mere enforced submission to 
theinevitable. Itis looking up into the faee of the 
wise and living God and saying: ‘‘Father, They 
will be done, tor Thy will is our well being.’’ 

‘lhe other principal foundation for faith is fur- 
nished inthe disclosure to sin-stained men of re- 
dceming grace of our Savior, Jesus Christ, who hath 
abolighed death and brought life and immortality to 
light. Death is rightly called the ‘*king of terrors.’’ 
Classie writers confessed they had no language ade- 
quate to express the dread with which the majority 
of men regarded it. But we live under the light of 
that Savior's gospel by which death 1s abolished 
not as an experience, but as a penalty and 
as a benumbing dread. Over it in moments 
of fal: we can sing the song of Ilofty 
trium ph—**Thanks be unto God, who giveth us the 
victory through our Lord, Jesus Christ.’’ By the 
grace of the world’s Redeemer sin hath been atoned 
for, and death changed intoa beatituae, ‘Blessed 
are the dead who die in the Lord.’’ There, brother 
men, sorrowing ones, are the royal truths of revela- 
tion. A father’s providence over us, a Redeemer’s 
grace with us. I dare not call your minds 
to lesser truths in. the presence of a sorrow 
so deep and far-reaching. Thecloud that is over us 
is indeed dark, but above it there shines a great 
light, and through it there gleam the stars of pre- 
cious meniories and unspeakabie hopes. A consis- 
Sent follower of God has been called to her reward, 
Think not of herasdead. Death to God’s children 
is mota wall, but a gateway, the entrance upon a 
larger, sweeter life in a higher realm. ‘*To die is 
gain.’’ 

Think not of her as lost to her home and dear ones, 
to the friends who loved herand to the wide circle 
of those in this land who have learned to hold her in 
such esteem. A noble life has indeed ended in its 
relation toearth and time; butits memory and in- 
aaouee are withus. They will long abide asa bene-

We 
hank thee, 0 Gracious God, for our faith in the im- 
mortal life; we thank thee that mroag® Jesus Christ, 
we Dave the assured hope that our departed friends 
we have loved so dearly are not lost, but they have 
gone to a more abundant and blessed life in the home 
above. Wethank thee forthe sweet anticipations 
we indulge ofa joyous reunion in a worla where 
thereshail be no more death, neither sorrow nor 
Teach us all. O Lord, to bow in submission 
to thy holy will. Great indeed is the affliction that 
has come in this death we mourn to-day. A beauti- 
ful and useful life has been cut off; in the full ma- 
turity of its powers, inthe moment of grandest op- 
powseerer, the Master’s summons has come. The 
earts ofa happy family cirele have been stricken 
with an irreparable loss. Mercifui God, in this sore 
trial of faith, give strength to the afilicted to 
trust in Thee and tosay ‘**lhy will be donue.’’ In 
our sorrow we give thanks forthe shining example 
ofa life that wasso adorned by the graces of the 
Christian character, by beautiful amenities and 
charities and bya conscientious devotion to duty. 
We pray that the afflicted household may find a 
sweet solace in the memories of the love, the care, 
counsels and the unselfish minis- 
of this devoted wife and = moth- 
Especially we commend to thy 
tender mercies, O God, thy servant, our Chief 
Magistrate, our fellow citizen and our neighbor: in 
thy providence he is bereaved of the companion- 
ship of the one friend dear to him as life; she is 
taken from his'side who, these many years, has 
been the sharer of his joys, his toils and his honors. 
May thy spirit strengthen him inthis hour of trial; 
may a new faith and a new strengthspring up, even 
now, that will lighten his path give 
eourage and to bear bur- 
dens and the work thou hast 
given him to do. We humbly beseech thee, gra- 
cious Father, to remember this son and this daugh- 
ter, deeply grieved because their loving and be- 
loved mother has been taken from them. May the 
self-sacriticing love of a mother’s heart, that has 
blessed them ail the days of their lives, be the 
sacred memory of their future years, and may it ever 
to the better and holier

feel the influence of this good life, so devoted to 
their welfare, and may it silently draw them onin 
the pathway that leadeth them heavenward. Wedo 
not forget, O Lord, Thine aged servant, the father 
of the deceased, who now mourns because a faithful 
daughter, on whom he leaned asa strong staff, has 
passed witninthe veil before him. In his loneli- 
ness may thy rieh grace sustain him. As heap- 
proaches nearerand nearer the heavenly city may 
he walk as seeing the things which are invisible; 
and may his heart be cheered by the anticipation of 
the greetings of the dear ones who have 
gone before. We commend tothe divine sympathy 
the other sorrowing relatives and these many friends 
and neighbors who mourn because a friend be- 
loved and honored will walk with them no more. 
Though this life which has been so true and helpful 
is now cut off, and is lostto sight, may its influence 
oon an4 live in the hearts and lives of the many it 
as touched, and strengthened, and comforted. 
Grant usall, O Lord, while we live on earth thy 
guidance and grace, andin the world to come life 
everlasting through Jesus Christ. Ainen.

THE ‘FOREST PARK RESTAURANT. 


A Site Decided On by the B. P. I.—City 
Hall News. 


At the meeting ofthe Boardof Public Im- 
provements this morping all the members 


were present. 

The principal matter before the board was 
the consideration of the matter of approving 
the plans and designating a location for the 
Forest Park restaurant. 

The Park Committee reported in favor of 
the site published in Wednesday afternoon’s 
Post-Dispaton. Itis 1 ted at the north 
end of what is known ag the Concourse Drive. 
Lincoln bridge on the main central drive is 
just to the northeast of it, and the Carr Lane 
rustic bridge is at the eastern base of the 
hill, the proposed site. 

Mr. Chas. Schweickardt, who has a ten year 
lease of the restaurant, provided he con- 
structs a $15,000 building and pays a rental of 
$1,000 per year, was present at the meeting 
and signified his entire willingness to accept 
the new site. 

The plans for the new restaurant were aiso 
approved by the Board, subject to such 
minor changes as may be necessary to make 
them conform to the new site. 

He stated that he would begin work on the 
foundations this afterneoo. Should the 
weather permit, Mr. Schweickhardt hopes to 
have the new restaurant Open by the iatter 
part of next April. 

Tuesday, Noy. 22, was set as a day for hear- 
ing parties interested in widening North 
Market street, between Uuion avenue and 
Goodfellow avenue. An ordinance was ap- 
proved to partially improve Belt avenue, be- 
tween Cabanne and Maple avenues. The 
board then adjourned until Tuesday. 


O. K. Jim Remits’ Bohle’s Fine, 


Louls ©. Bohle, the livery stable keeper on 
Chestnut near Twelfth street, was fined $10 
in the First District Police Cour for obstruct- 
ng an alley between his stable and the City 


Hall, with wagons and carriages and manure 
boxes. The alley is only 12 feet wide and for 
that reason the obstructions were all the 
greater. For more thana year the city au- 
thorities have tried to clean this alley and 
keep it open, but Bohle’s pull seemed 
stronger than the entire Health Department. 
le was taken into court last Monday 
and fined $10 on the evidence whicu 
City Attorney Butler said was a character 
to warrant the Court in im tthe highest 
fine. Deputy Marshal § aerstepped up 
to Bohle after the fine was finfoséed and asked 
him for $13.50. ‘*Pay that?*®sai@Bohle, *‘Not 
much. I’ll have a&remit from'the Mayor's 
office over here inten minutest’’ Yesterday 
he handed the remit. to Chief Deputy Mar- 
shal Wolblock. It was the regular remit 
signed by Jim Brennan with the rubber 
stamp and besides setting aside the judg- 
ment of the Court it virtually gives the right 
to Bohle to block up the alley as before, and 
makes the Health Department powerless. 


City Hall Notes. 


Mr. E. H. Hoagland, manager ofa street 
lighting corporation doing business in Chi- 
cago, has writtena letter to President Bur- 
net asking if the Board of Public Improve- 
ments would entertain a proposition from 
his company to light a certain district in the 
southwestern portion of the city with lamps 
after the company’s particular design. They 
will take a contract, he states, to furnish 
posts, lamps, etc.,and Nght, clean, repair 
and extinguish them. 

Supervisor of City’ Lighting O’Reilly has 
been receiving continued complaints of late 
of the poor light furnished the House of Ref- 
uge. The quality of gas furnished seems to 
be uptothe standard, but the small 4-inch 
main supplying the institution is entirely too 
small and the pressure inadeauate.

They claim that they are only 
receiving $60 per month and to 
be compelled to purchase a uniform 
for $30 is too steep a drain on their salaries.

McKinley Reviewed by a Wage-Earner. 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Mr. McKinley Claims that a high tariff, by 
raising wages, elevates the workingman, 
makes a better artisan of him and enables 
him to produce more at less cost, theréby re- 
ducing prices. Free trade, says Mr. McKin- 
ley, degrades labor, decreases wages and in- 


creases prices. This being the case it seems 
strange that Mr. McKinley, Dr. Depew, Holy 
John and all the rest of the high priests of 
protection prefer to wear dear clothes made 
by the nauper labor of Europe Instead of buy- 
ing the cheap goods made by the dear Ameri- 
can workingmen. 

The fact is that the finer grades of goods 
are not manufactured in the United States 
because there is not near as much profit In 
them as in the cheaper grades. The duty on 
cloth such as a large majority of the people 
use is very high, while on high-grade cloth 
the tariff tax is comparatively low. 

If the tax on low grade cloth were reduced 
or abolished altogether the protected manu- 
facturer would be compelled to purchase new 
machinery (this in itself would give erry age . 
ment to labor) in order to Keep up wit the 
times. The manufacturers, making enor- 
mous profits on cheap cloth made by partly 
antiquated machinery, do not propose to 
give uptheir special privileges, and there- 
rore they strenuously object to a reduction of 
the tarif® tax. 

The English manufacturer produces at less 

cost because he pete his raw material free of 
duty. That’sallthereistoit. If free trade 
would really degrade the workingman he 
would not be able to produce the fine goods 
McKinley wéars, or the 210 tons of machinery 
Carnegie imported last year for his Home- 
stead mills. The Major also informs wus that 
the foreigner pays the tariff tax. If this is 
true what idiots we were to abolish the duty 
on raw sugar. Just think of it! The 
50,000,009 which the foreigner used to 
pay on sugar is now ald b us! 
McKinley is very well Aware that the taxing 
power of any country is limited to its area; 
beyond that it cannot go. 

But supposing we compel the foreigner to 
pay the tax, the Major and other mei-afraid-

The Committee on Streets of the Board of 
Public Improvements reported to-day that 
the opinion of City Couselor Marshall had 
been received on the question of the new 
Union Depot ordinance.

adapted for the purposes as the original plaus and 
speciacations, in the judgment of said Board, and if 
not so built, then the Board has the right to with- 
hold its certificate to this effect, and in such 
event the streets and alleys provided by said ordi- 
nance to be vacated do not become vacated and the 
depot company acquires no right to obstruct the 


saine. 

Inasmuch as the 25ft aforesaid, has not been ceded 
to the city, but remains the property of the depot 
company, the only right the city bas under said 
ordinance is to insist that said 25ft shall be paved by 
said company oh a grade to be approved by the 
Board of Public Improvements; and, further, that 
the northera line of the depot shall not be 
on any part of the 25ft. During the con- 
struction of the building there is no officer in the ci 
whose duty it is to see that said northern line of sai 
depotis not placed on said 25ft., but if said Depot 
Co. should piace said northern line on said 25ft., 
then it will become the duty of the Board of Public 
Improvemenis to withhold the certificate of compli- 
ance, above referred to, and said Depot Co. will 
then bave to remove its building and obstructions 
from the streets and alleys which would otherwise 
be vacated. The law-maker evidently shoughs that 
this penalty would be sufficient to prevent the Depot 
Co. from thus encroaching on said 25ft. 

The communication of the Street Commissioner 
does not disclose whether the ornamental features 
shown on the plans extend beyond the northern 
frontiine of the hew depot building, nor whether 
such ornamental features would violate the spirit of 
the ordinance, which provides that said twenty-five 
feet shall be paved by the Depot company on a grade 
to be approved by the Board of Public Improve- 
ments. Should the board conclude that said twenty- 
five feet need not be on the same grade withthe fif- 
teen feemand the baiance of Market street, such con- 
clusion would be legal and proper, and if the Union 
Depot Co. complieu therewith, them there would be 
no reason on this score for withhoKing the certifi- 
cate of compliance afosesaid. 

leonclude, therefore, that as to the fifteen feet, it 
is within the power and under the control of the 
Street Commissioner, and that as to the twenty-five 
feet, the right and duty and power is vested in the 
Board of Public Improvements, to be exercised as 
aforesaid, and tw be respected by the Depot com- 
pany, subject to the penalties above enumerafed.

The Danube will 
soon be iceboeund and when the wheat of 
pussian ports is exhausted, America will have no 
very heavy competition from any single di- 
rection. heat is reported not to be moving in the 
interior of Russia withany freedom and the volume 
is rather decreasing than increasing. America con- 
tinues to receive into. its visible very large fresh 
supplies, but the other exporting countries do not. 
There is talk that India will not be able to make as 
showing in the future, until 
crop is gathered, at least. 
Instead of sending out 1,000,000 bu a week 
as was done last yearin Oct., theamountis rang- 
ing along at 100, to 300, 000 bu weekly,‘or only 
about 20@25 per cent of last year’s shipments. It 
does not appear, therefore. that the wheat supplies 
ofthe ports of either exporting countries or import- 
tng countries willbe so overstocked with supplies 
later in the season. as they were in the precdéding 
season, to say nothing of comparison with the pres- 
ent. Scattering shipments from many smal coun- 
tries will continue to compete with American, but 
with the larger ones iaid by, excepting for indiff- 
erent exports. the prospects favor hopes of doing a 
little better with the breadstuffs we carry over the 
wintsr. KEach of our last two crops broxe the record 
of any previous years in amount and as there is little 
increase in acreage above the pastit seems improb- 
able thatthe third season wili do as well. With 
such results disposed of, decreasing stocks and 
poorer prospects ought te Count in favor of later 
prices.

Gone to the Convention. 


The State Convention of the Young People’s 
Society of Christian Endeavor of Missouri 
Will be opened at 4 o’clock this afternoon at 
Marshall, Mo. Itis expected thatthere will 
be 1,000 delegates in attendance from every 
partafthe State, Of this number ninety-four 
will ha rom St. Louis. Tenof the local 
delegation left last avening, twenty-five this 
morning, and the remainder will depart this 
evening. Hirt’s Hotel has been chartered 


for the St. Louisans, whointendtocut quite 
aswath attheconvention. The proceedings 
will continue over to-morrow, closing Sun- 
day evening with very elaborate 
services, free parliaments, sermons, prayer 
services and deliberations as tothe welfare 
of the society will makeup the programme.

IN A HURRICANE’S PATH. 


Furious Storm at Port of Spain, Island 
of Trinidad. 


NEw YORK, Oct. 28.—Capt. M. Van dsr Est 
of the steamer Orange Nassau relates a thrill- 
ing experience encountered at the harbor 
of Port of Spain, Trinidad, with the tailof a 
furious hurricane. The Captain said the 
steamer was at the Port of Spain totakeona 
cargo of sugar on Oct. 6. The sugar was 
taken on from lighters run alongside the 
steamer. A number of men were 
on each lighter engaged in trans- 


fering the sugar to ithe Orange. 
Suddenly a heavy pall darkened the 
heavens and the hurricane whistled and 
shrieked like a thousand demons out ona 
debauch. The lighters received the full brunt 
of the hurricane. As the biow struck them 
the men were at their different stations of 
work, notexpecting any danger. A mass of 
water rose above thém and dashed over the 
lighters, pouring down the hold. The lighter 
righted avain just as a tremendous sea 
came rolling in. The three lighters were 
picked up onthis and as it was head over 
it, staggered under the awful force of 
the wind and went sNding down the 
big wave. The sea burst over them and they 
were buried under the surface. Parts of 
them were visible fora time, and then they 
quickly disappeared from view. 

Some ofthe men onthe lighters succeeded 
in scrambling into the steamer by the chains 


and ropes. One man was struggling in the 
water alongside the steamer, and Capt. Van 
der Est threw a rope to him and pulled him 
on board.

Kansas City, while at Buffalo the elevators 
are within 100,000 bushels of their capacity. 
NO CARS AVAILABLE. 

The rush of wheat to market has not only 
crowded the elevators, but has also seriously 
embarrassed the railroads and caused a 
freight-car famine. Telegrams from Kansas 
City state that there are nearly three thou- 
sand cars on the tracks, all loaded with 
wheat, for which there is no available 
storage room. The Chicago yards are filled 
with loaded cars, no less than 10,000 being 
held there. The situation in this city is 
not so bad, owing to the large elevator 
capacity and the excellent arrangements 
made forrapid handling, but ,the receipts 
have for some time’ been so large that they 
could not be ‘handled, and there is 
an accumulation of freight cars variously 
estimated at from 800 to 1,400. 
The result is that all the roads are short of 
cars,and that the farmers cannot obtain 
transportation for their wheat. 

SHIPMENTS STOPPED. 

Some days agoan order was issued on one 
division of the Missouri Pacific that no more 
wheat should be réceived, but this order was 
countermanded withfn twenty-four hours. 
To-day telegrams from Wichita, Kan., state 
thatan orderhas been issued to the effect 
that no wheat be received for St. Louls, 
Chicago or Kansas City, as no cars are avail- 
able until those now on the 
track are unloaded and returned 
to the road. The Wabash has _ issued 
similar orders, anditis expected that most 
if not all of the other lines will soon have to 
do the same. The stock of wheat in the 
hands of the farmers is by no means ex- 
hausted, the foreign demand fs light, and the 
situation is daily becoming more serious. 

CAUSE OF THE BLOCKADE. 

The cause ofthe great rush is generally 
ascribed to the ‘‘hold your wheat’’ circular 
of the Farmers’ Alliance. When the price 
rose last spring it was Dbellevwed by many 
that it would go much higher if 
the market was not glutted, and immense 
amounts were retained by wheat growers. 
When the down turn began much of this 
wheat was sentin, and with every drop in 
the quotations a fresh flood was poured 
out by the farmers. The result has 
been that wheat has broken the record for 
fhe crop of this year, while not

RAILROAD MEN TALK. 

At the Missouri Pacific offices Supt. Dickin- 
son said that there was unquestionably an 
extra heavy movement of grain at this time 
and that the elevators were unable 
to take the grain from the 
railroads. He knew that a large 
number of cars were side-tracked here and 
at other points filled with grain, but conld 
not state the number. They had not as yet 
issued any general order torefuseto receive 
shipments, but it was found necessary to do 
s0 at some few points. 

Mr. C. B. Adams, Superintendant of Car 
Service of the Wabash road, said that he had 
sent out this morning telegrams for informa- 
tion as to the state of allthe elevators along 
the line. Tie situation at Omaha, 
Kansas City and Chicago, he thought, 
was worse than it is at St. Louls. 
The elevator capacity atall'the points was 
taxed to the fullest because, notwithstand- 
ing an elevator capacity might be a thousand 
or a million bushels it did not follow that an 
elevator could be worked when it was filled 
to the top. 

‘‘Have you many cars side-tracked?’’ 

‘*Yes, agreat many, though I cannot give 
youthe number. We have virtually stopped 
receiving any more grain for shipment.’’ 

‘*Whatis the couse of this extra heavy 
movement?’’ 

*‘In my opinionit is due to the unusual- 
ly large amount of _ soft wheat in 
the country. There is no demand 
whatever for this quality of wheat for foreign 
shipments and asthe farmers are afraid of 
weevil they are loading ft on the cars as fast 
as they can and getting it into the elevators. 
‘there isa wild rush on thelr part to clean 
their bins at any price and the result is that 
they are exhausting the storage capacity in 
every direction.’’ 

‘*is there any remedy?’’ 

**Not forthe present. I think the situagion 
will prove worse every day for 
time yet. The only remedy is 
get rid of the elevator stocks, and 
as I said the majority of these consist 
of this soft wheat, which must 
be placed onthe market. The present oats 
crop, laiso understand, is of avery inferior 
grade, and there are hundreds of thousands 
of bushels in the Chicago elevators alone 
which will not pass inspection for contract 
grade.’’ 

A private telegram from Chicago to a 
prominent broker states that the elevator 
men there have been offering for the past 
few daysa% cent rebate to shippers who 
will move the grain on their hands, 
The Buffalo elevators are lutted and 
have not more than 100,000 bushels room left. 
Erle is in the same condition and St. Louis is 
not much better off. Chicago claims she can 
take about 8,000,000 more bushels, though 
this is not credited. 


The following dispatch fairly presents the 
situation in South Dakota. 


HvuRON, 8. D., Oct. 28.—Another wheat blockade 
and car famine existsin South Dakota. The rail- 
roads operating in the State are sorely pressed for 
cars and unable to supply mere than one-tenth the 
number desired. All warehouses and elevators are 
full and some buyers have suspended business be- 
eause no storage capacity or shipping facilities can 
be secured, On the Dakota (entral division of the 
Chicago & Northwestern the daily receipts of wheat 
average Over 10,000 bushels. Other roads report 
correspondingly heavy receipts.
